Under the provisions of a bill which was passed 


recently by the Ohio Legislature, the prohibitions of the 
Gifford Bill, upon the nomination of judges by petition. 
were extended, in part, to apply to candidates for all 
offices in state and local government. The bill, if it be- 
comes a law, would prevent a candidate for any office 
from being nominated by petition after the party prim- 
ary is over. 


The very purpose of nomination by petition is nul- 


lified by such a measure. Providing that good men 
have been nominated at the primary, even the most un- 
partisan of voters has no objection to voting for one or 
the other of them. It is only in cases where it develops 
after the primaries that no candidate is of such charac- 
ter as to enlist the support of any save the most partisan 
of voters, that the full value of nomination by petition
